COLUMBIA DEAN TALKS 
ON SIGNIFICANT FEAST 


Address Is The Culmination Of 
Preparation For 
Feast 








As a culmination of the prepara- 
tion for the feast of the Immaculate 
Conception, Rey. Arthur J, Breen, 
A.M., Dean of Columbia College, de- 
livered an address on the significance 
of the feast to the students of Clarke 
College, Monday at 4 p. m. in Mount 
Saint Joseph assembly hall. 

“The history of mankind is large- 
ly the history of woman,” said Fath- 
er Breen. “The student of real his- 
tory knows that few of its secret 
springs have been untouched by 
some woman’s hand. Nor is sacred 
history less prolific of her myster- 
ious far-flung power. It was a wo- 
man’s suggestion that brought death 
into the world and all our woe; and 
it was a woman’s consent that had 
to bring back our lost heritage, when 
Mary said in answer to the Angel 
Gabriel—‘Be it done unto me accord- 
ing to Thy word’.” 

Father Breen then brought out the 
wonder and beauty of the privilege 
that God bestowed on Mary. ‘She 
was the only human being who was 
never for one moment tainted with 
the mark of original sin. This 
is her Immaculate Conception; this 
is her unique privilege,” said Father 
Breen in his impressive lecture. 

“In the scheme of salvation a rare 
privilege connotes a rare function. 
And what is the rare function of this 
‘Purest of creatures, sweet mother, 
sweet maid?’ It is to fight Satan. 
‘he combat of the Virgin Mother is 
spiritual; however her battle field is 
not one city or one country alone, 
but wherever there is a soul to be 
saved, wherever the dragon’s net is 
spread, 

Ideal of Women 

“She is Satan’s Scriptural foe—l 
will place enmity between her seed 
and thy seed’. . . Whatever influ- 
ence may seek to destroy us—war- 
fare, commercial and political dis- 
honesty, hypocrisy in high places, 
scandals in religion—not any of 
them, not all of them can be fatal 
to our culture, if we preach and 
practice the Christian principle, of 
honor and glory and virtue of 
woman.” 

“There can be no higher concept 
ever presented to humanity—than 
that which is conveyed in the dogma 
of the Immaculate Conception... 
Nations call her blessed.” 

The preparatory novena was con- 
cluded Monday evening—another link 
in the chain of a lovely tradition. 
An atmosphere of quiet followed; it 
was fitting that so marvelous a feast 
be thoughtfully anticipated. In re- 
trospect, thoughts of the days of the 
Novena, thoughts suggested in the 
lecture, came to the mind of each, 
and the preparation of the Promise 
Card was an apt climax.’

“Little Office of Blessed Virgin” 
Is Theme Of Talk 








“The little office of the Blessed 
Virgin Mary is a golden chain set 
with multitude of varied jewels 
drawn from the rich treasury of the 
Holy Scripture and culled from it by 
the learned doctors of the Church, 
who were inspired in their pious 
work by the Holy Ghost,” were the 
words of the Rev. Edward A. Fitz- 
gerald, S.T.D., in addressing the So- 
dality of the Blessed Virgin Mary, 
at the assembly held in Mount St. 
Joseph Assembly Hall, Saturday, De- 
cember 5, at 11 o’clock. 

“In preparation for the coming 
great feast of the Immaculate Con- 
ception each member of the Sodality 
should practice some devotion io 
her, our Mother,” was the advise of 
Father Fitzgerald to each Sodalist.

These parts 
are; Matins, a prayer at early morn- 
ing from two to three o’clock; Prime, 
recited at six o'clock a. m.; Thrice, 
at the third hour, with us nine 
o’clock a. m.; Sixth, at the sixth 
hour, or at noon; None, at the ninth 
hour, at three o’clock p. m.; Even- 
song, at fall of evening, at six o’clock 
p. m. and Compline, before retiring, 
or at the evening prayer,”

In the designs of God Mary was to 
hold by the Incarnation an_ office 
among the human race as well as a 
place in the life of Christ. She was to 
be the spiritual mother of mankind. 
For this honor was given to her at 
the foot of the Cross on Calvary when 
Jesus pronounced the words, “Behold 
thy Mother”; the Church of today 
transfers the same meaning to the sal- 
utation of the litany in the invocation, 
“Mother of Divine Grace, pray for us.” 


Theologians have gone to pains to 
show that the Immaculate Conception 
of the Virgin Mary did not hinder her 
from or render her independent of the 
operation and effects of Our Lord’s re- 
demption. It would scarcely be con- 
sidered an honor to exempt Mary from 
the redemption which her Son brought 
to mankind, for the redemption is the 
manifestation of Christ’s great love 
and brings out the perfections of His 
life and the actions which Mary had 
a part in forming and directing. 


The fact of the Immaculate Concep- 
tion sets Our Lady above all the oth- 
er saints in the matter of perfect holi- 
ness. The holiness of the saints is 
obtained by the ordinary path of the 
faithful. To explain this point more 
clearly, let us compare these two de- 
grees of holiness to a chain of moun- 
tains ; each mountain rises upward, yet 
in most mountain ranges there is one 
of them which overtops all the others 
drawing all admiring eyes to its sum- 
mit. Mary’s sanctity likewise repre- 
sents the most stately and the highest 
position among the saints in Heaven. 


The observance of the feast of the 
Immaculate Mother, therefore, should 
inspire in the minds and hearts of men 
the wish and will to become in some 
respect like to her whom we venerate 
by eliminating all that is evil, for she, 
Our spiritual mother, is the perfect 
Creature representing the ideal of God 
and giving mankind an example of the 
complete perfection of its nature.

other day so many years ago when the 
news of the promulgation of this doctrine 
by Pius IX on December 8, 1854, was 
prought to our Sisters at their convent out 
on St. Joseph’s praise. The Sisters of Char- 
ity of the Blessed Virgin Mary, through the 
untiring zeal of the very Reverend Terence 
James Donaghoe who devoted himself to 
the interests of the community from its 
very foundation, had long looked forward 
to the celebration of this feast. Now they 
welcomed with joy the promulgation they 
had so lovingly awaited. The news came 
at the conclusion of Vespers and they im- 
mediately sent up their glad Te Deum. 
That evening gathered around the shrine 
that enthroned the statue that they had 
venerated in their first little chapel, the 
shrine made festal with lights and flowers, 
they sang for the first time that beauti- 
ful hymn, “Hail Star of the Morning,” writ- 
ten by Sister Mary Joseph O’Reilly, B.V.M., 
in anticipation of this great event. 

Twelve years before this papal definition 
in the infancy of the community Father 
Donaghoe had written to the Sisters, ‘The 
feast of the Immaculate Conception shall 
be hereafter our annual celebration because 
I hold that this privilege is the foundation 
of all the greatness of our Blessed Moth- 
er.” TIlis devotedness to our Blessed Lady 
in the special prerogative of her Immacu- 
late Conception was life long. He worked 
eagerly always to spread an appreciation 
of this her singular honor. 

He loved too the new country in which 
his little community was doing its work. 
In its virgin beauty, its youth, its unreal- 
ized wonders he saw the figures of her per- 
fections; it seemed to ‘him fitting that this 
new country should be placed under the 
patronage of Mary Immaculate. He dis- 
cussed this project often with his friend, 
Bishop Hughes of New York, wrote con- 
cerning it to clergy over the country, and 
finally through a friend asked the advice 
and approval of the authorities at Rome. 
He was granted permission to present this 
matter to the Council of Bishops to meet 
at Baltimore in the Spring of 1846; this 
he did through Bishop Hughes. Thus it 
was largely due to his influence that the 
council solemnly and unanimously placed 


the Catholic Church in America under the 


special patronage of Mary “conceived with- 
out sin.” 


Father Donaghoe continued to work i 
Our Lady’s behalf. He was imnorenats in 
urging Archbishop Hughes to labor for the 
pronouncement of December 8 as a Holy 
Day of obligation in the United States 
This was finally accomplished in 1868 after 
the Archbishop's death. Father Donaghoe 
himself said his last Mass on December 8 
of that year when for the first time the 
feast Was observed as a holy day of obli- 
gation. He died January 5, 1869. 


Mary, Queen of graciousness an 1S 
osity, has not been unmindful of STEER 
ity of her advocate, but has fulfilled his 
fondest hopes. In his last hours seeing 
the lengthening shadows of the years be- 
hind him and trying to discern faintly the 
veiled future, he expressed his confident 
trust that his heavenly Mother would take 
care of the Sisters of Charity of the Bless- 
ed Virgin Mary “who,” he said, “will suc- 
ceed and prosper when J shall be no more.”
